Lee and Mrs. Malloy were arrested yes- 
terday afternoon on warrants charging 
them with complicity in the murder of 
Mrs. Graham. 
As soon as arrested they 
broke down, bursting into 
tears and 
stating that now they believed in Gra- 
ham's gailt. 
Graham was busily en- 
gaged in writing all afternoon and un- 
til late into the night. 
The document 
ou 
which 
he 
was 
engaged 
proved 
to 
be 
a 
full 
and 
complete confession of the murder of his 
wife. 
He exonerates Mrs. Molloy and 
Cora Lee from all complicity in or 
knowledge of the crime. 
His first wife 
wrote him from Fort Wayne, saying she 
knew of his second marriage and was 
coming to Springfield, He wrote in re- 
ply denying it and trying to persuade 
her not to come. 
She started and he 
met her in St, Louis and again used ev- 
ery endeavor to have her leave him, but 
to no purpose, and she came on to 
Springfield with him and the [children. 
At the depot here he again tried to in- 
duce her to go to Kansas City, but to no 
purpose. 
Finally they left the children 
at a restaurant and started for the farm, 
five miles distant, arriving there about 
12:10 in the morning. 
At the farm gate 
Graham entreated his wife to not ruin 
him by going to the house, bat she said 
she would go there and clean things oat. 
He sajB he was -whittling a stick with a 
pen knife and she had a small limb in 
her hands. 
Angry words passed and 
she struck at him with the limb. H e 
threw up his hand to ward off the 
blow and the knife struck her in the 
neck. 
She screamed that he had killed 
her and he then caught hold of her and 
threw her violently from him. 
Step- 
pins: over her he saw blood sporting 
from her neck and says he knew then it 
was all over with him. So he shov ed 
tbe knife into the wound to its full 
length and finished her. He then un- 
dressed the body and carried it to the 
well and threw it in and dropped the 
clothing in after it. He says no one but 
himself had any knowledge of the deed 
and speaks in endearing terms of Cora 
Lee, his second wife. 
It is thought 
Graham will be lynched.

His 
imperturable 
demeanor 
under 
the circumstances is extraordinary. Al- 
together he is a most remarkable phe- 
nomenon in the criminal line. 
He ia 
well read in law, theology politics and 
general literature, a fluent and eloquent 
public speaker, a correct and vigorous 
writer and an expert penman. 
I n his 
personal appearance he is decidedly un- 
prepossessing, even repulsive; in fact, he 
wears the brand of the criminal indel- 
ibly stamped upon his lineaments. If he 
escapes lynching the prospects are that 
he will end hi» brief but chequered ca- 
reer upon the scaffold as soon as the 
machinery of justice can grind out a 
sentence to that effect. 


Mrs. Molloy has engaged a couple of 
eminent lawyers and will fight the case, 
so far as she and Cora Lee are concern- 
ed, to the bitter end. 
There is no reac- 
tion in public opinion. 
All consider her 
and Cora guilty.

Graham 
and his murdered wife lived in this city 
for some time, and until about two j ears 
ago he was employed in the D. C. Cook 
Sunday school and temperance publish- 
ing house, and posed as an immaculate. 
Before he left here with Emma Molloy, 
there names were scandalously connected 
by gossips. They bought The Morning 
and Day of Reform, 
which was pub 
lished here, and took it to Washington, 
Kansas, which place they also left under 
a moral cloud, going to Springfield, Mo. 


CORA LEE, 


Grabam's Second Wife Is Not tbe 
Adopted I>augliter of 
Emma Molloy. 


LAPOBTE, Ind., March 1.—Geo. E. Gra- 
ham, who is now under arrest for big- 
amy, and charged with murdering his 
abandoned wife near Springfield, Mo., 
was a resident of this city for about a 
year immediately after his second term 
of imprisonment in the northern Indi- 
ana penitentiary. On his discharge he 
assumed the role of a reformer and tem- 
perance lecturer, and was adopted as a 
child of a society of cranks then existing 
here for the reclamation of convicts. At 
the head of this society was Mrs. Emma 
Molloy, who supplemented her duties as 
a reformer by lecturing on tempcrance 
and editing a Sunday school journal. 
Graham assisted in the editorial and 
other work about the oflBce. "While here 
h e was arrested on a charge of stealit^g 
a horse, but escaped conviction, and be- 
gan tbe prosecution against the sheriff 
for false imprisonment. 
The circum- 
stances attending the arrest were all 
against Graham, and his general charac- 
ter was sufficient to shield the officer 
from responsibility. 


Shortly after Mrs. Molloy secured a 
divorce from her husband she removed 
to Elgin, 111., and as Graham disappeared 
about the same time, it was supposed he 
had gone there with her. Neither of the 
parties has been here since tbe removal, 
but their friends and acquaintances here 
have frequently heard from them through 
their evangelical and temperance work in 
the west. The Cora Lee mentioned in 
the dispatches formerly worked at the 
dress-making trade here, but left Ihis 
city with Mrs. Molloy in the capacity of 
housekeeper, and was not her adopted 
daughter, as reported.

The will of the late Silas C. Day, of 
New Albany, dated January 20, 1882, 
has been probated. 
It appoints his sons, 
James M. Day and William H. Day, 
executors, and if either declines to qual- 
ify, James B, Riley, his son-in-law, is to 
serve in place. 
The estimated value of 
the estate is $200,000. 
Among the be- 
quests are a large amount of gas and 
back stock, value unnamed, in trust for 
his niece, Emma C. Day; should she die 
without heirs, to revert to his seven chil- 
dren. He wills the residence and all 
pertaining to it to his wife and $40,000 
in money or property, as she may elect. 
At her death $5,000 will revert to Han- 
over college as a permanent fund, the 
interest to be used for the college ex- 
penses; $5,000 to the Presbyterian board 
of home missions; $5,000 to the trustees 
of the First Presbyterian church of New 
Albany, the sum to be permanently in- 
vested and the interest thereon to be 
used for the relief of the worthy poor of 
the church; $5,000 to three trustees, cit- 
izens of New Albany, to be invested, the 
interest thereupon to be applied by said 
trustees and their successors for the re- 
lief of such of the poor of the city as said 
trustees, or a majority of them, may, 
from time to time, deem proper objects 
of charity. 
Nothing, however, is to pre- 
vent his wife disposing of the estate be- 
queathed her by will or otherwise. The 
rest of his estate goes to his seven chil- 
dren, $27,000 to remain as a special de- 
posit to secure a debt owed by his 
brother, and when it is paid this sum 
goes with the rest. 
His gold watch, 
highly valued as a gift, goes to his son, 
Silas A., and at his death to his grand- 
son, Silas O. Day.

w a y robbery in the shape of everlasting ico 
bills he was bringing on our moJern 
civili- 
sation he likely 
would have 
buried the 
idea a t once; or had he known the amount 
of this pressed material that is consumed 
annually over the bars of our land or in the 
deadly ice cream, his name would be ass-v 
ciated with that of the inventor of whisky 
itself in the memories of our psople. B u t 
the 
Inventor 
believed he was devisinaf a 
scheme that would be a boon t o mankind, 
and taking a'l in all, maybe it has. His en- 
deavor i o develop bis enterprise was met 
with 
obstacles 
of every kinl. of which 
the followiu^ is a I rief suninutry:

years.

1833, the g r a n d ice total gathered a m o u n t e d 
t o 4,852 
lons, which is n o w exceeded b y 
some private ice houses.

supply to satisfy

foreign trade. 
J u s t a b o u t this 
tims 
Mr. Tudor b'-came impressed with t h e feasi- 
bihty of shipping ice to tropical ports. H e 
tried to find a vessel t o c a r r y his crystallised 
p r o d u c t , b u t ship owners demurred. 
They 
feared r a p i d melting on the w a y would en- 
d a n g e r t h e vessel's safety, t h e protective 
p r o p e r t i e s of hay, sawdust, e t a , being then 
imperfectly 
understood. 
U n d a u n t e d b y 
this, however, h e purchased a n old brig, 
which he hastily refitted, loaded 
with ico, 
stepped on board 
himself a n d sailed for 
H a v a n a . 
W i t h o u t stopping to recount t h e 
details of a s o m e w h a t e v e n t f u l voyage, ex- 
cept to note the heavy loss by melting, i t 
m u s t be ob-erved t h a t Tudor's safe a r r i v a l a t 
H a v a n a only b r o u g h t h i m n e w tribulation 
for s time. 
He knew the people had never 
seen ice and k n e w n o t h i n g a b o u t it, a n d h e e x - 
p e c e d to be obliged to teach them its u'ses. 
B u t he found they were a f r a i d of it. 
Thus 
while the r e m n a n t of his perishable c a r g o 
w a s rapidly r u n n i n g a w a y into the hold of 
his old brig, he labored ingeniously a n d in- 
cessantly to create a demtinü for it. 
He p a t 
pitchers of ice w a t e r o n the hotel bai-s, p a y - 
i n s f o r the jirivilege, b u t charging n o t h i n g 
f o r the cooling beverage.

MAKKRNO ANB PLIOWIIRO THE ICE FIELD. 
The present m e t h o d of ice harvesting is 
the sau:e the c o u n t r y over, but as it takes 
place in t h e most severe of weather a n d in 
regions necessarily r e m o t e f r o m 
populated 
localities, a brief description will be f o u n d 
interesting. 
In t h e first place, p r a c ical ice 
men select the ice field, a n d with a s t r a i g h t 
edge a n d square m a r k off t w o lines a t per- 
fect right a ñ i l e s to each other, on t w o sides 
of t h e field. Then a " m a r k e r ' d r a w a by a 
horse, as shown in the illustration, i? r u n 
s t r a i g h t 
across t h e pond, one side having 
• h a r p cutting irons, the other simple guide 
b a r s 
t h a t r u n i n t h e grooves 
m a d e b y 
the 
cutters a t t h e previous c u t 
These 
grooves are then intersected a t r i g h t angles 
hi the same wa^-, 2"2x36 inches a n d a b o u t a n 
inch deep. 
Then follows a n ice plow, h a v - 
ing a deeper b a d e with a series of chisel 
po nt-. 
This sinks the groove t o depth of 
f r o m three to five mches, depending 
upon 
the depth of ice.

house. 
^^ hen the house is full salt h a y is 
spread tlix-lily over t h e ice a n d all is tightly 
closed uulil wanted f o r use. 


The hou-e-i a r e truly immense ice boxes, 
capable of holding usually 100,000 tons of 
ice. T h e total 
storagje capacity of these 
houses on the Hudson r i v e r alone is nearly 
8,000,000 tons. 
T h e cost of g a t h e r i n g and 
h o r d i n g ice is estimated a t twenty cents per 
ton.

Black and white as a mixture in dress 
goods and also as a combination in two 
materials seem to have secured a per- 
manent position in the world of faphion 
and a remarkable hold on popular favor, 
for which there are doubtless several 
good and sufficient reasons, not the least 
of them being that the combination is a 
generally becoming one, and íh both 
quiet and effective. A novelty in dress 
goods of soft wool showing this mixture 
has a smooth finished ground of blaek, 
flecked with elongated dots of white 
that very closely resemble snowflakes. 
These white flecks are not raised, as in 
the boucle materials, but have the effect 
of being printed in the ground irregu- 
larly. 
A very becoming street suit of 
this material is combined with plain 
black goods and garnished with bands 
of black astrakhan cloth. 
The moder- 
ately ñill skirt consists of the black stufl' 
with a narrow plaiting of the same about 
the foot. 
Over this, skirt almost to the 
lower edge of the plaiting, falls long 
drapery of the flecked stuff drawn in 
close wrinkles across the front andverj 
full in the back. A band of the astrakhan 
four inches deep borders the drapery, 
and is also taken in double band up to 
the left side when the drapery is cut to 
the waist line. 
Rows of large buttons 
of oxidized silver ornament these bands 
at the side. 
The bodice is made with 
two plaits in the back and two in front, 
and is worn \\nth a broad belt hold with 
a clas]) of oxidized "silver. 
Smaller 
buttons, similar to those on the skirt, 
supy)ly the fasteninp;s. 
Narrow as- 
trakhan cuffs and strai}i,ht collar com- 
plete the effect. 
Tbt^ outside jacket is 
entirely of the astrakhan, lined with 
lilack satin. 
This jacket, which is a 
particularly jaunty little affair, is made 
short and tight-títtin'_r in the back, ^vith 
two large buttons at the waistline. The 
front is longer and cut in squarf tabs, 
and from the waist line up is don])l(^- 
breavsted, the simulatpd 
vest 
beiug 
•widest at the throa^ and ends in a jioint 
at the waist lino. 
Two rows nf lmtt')ns 
outline it. The slcoves ai o Inn.q and 
close, and the collar is cut in higli mili- 
tary style. 
Anothor costume of black 
and white is a combination of black 
diagonal cloth and black and white 
boucle stuff. Tn thi.s model plaited 
panels of the blaek interrupt the drap- 
eries of black and white, and heavy- 
black silk cord is used as a finish to 
drapery edges and on the bodice. The 
visite of black shows lonj^^ black fur 
about the neck and do%vn the front and 
roimd the lower edge. 
Tin* muff is of 
ftir, and the bonnet, with a cloth crown 
and brim, has loops of white ribbon set 
on the front and almost hidden under 
jetted quill feathers. 
A row of large 
jet beads outlines the bi-im and dot the 
crown among the soft folds. 


Among the prettiest of the simple 
evening toilets for small parties or for 
house wear are dresses of fine white 
flannel or similar-so« kIs, made after the 
tailor models somewhat modified, or 
after equally simple models very little 
trimmed. 
A dress that will 8«r\'e as an 
example is of soft seigo flannel, finished 
with white silk cord as large as one's 
finger, and largo 
filigree 
buttons set 
with jets of glittering steel. 
Tlie dress 
is made wáth double skirts, the under 
one slightly gored, having no finish 
about the lower edge and made more 
scant than the outside skirt, that is only 
an inch shorter than the ujider one, is 
perfectly straight, and has a finish of 
cord about tho lower edgt^ 
It is set in 
the belt in deep kilt jilaits, and the only 
draping is at the hift side near the back, 
whore it is drawn u}} in three folds held 
with three of the larirest buttons. 
This 
relieves the monotouy of the perpen- 
dicular linos, and adds much to the 
gxacefidncHs. 
The bodice extends only 
to the Avaist lino across the front and 
sides, with a tini.sh of the cord. Two 
short tail>i fall over the tournure in the 
back, each one heided with a large but- 
ton. 
A row of the butkms fastens the 
bodice in front, and a jacket is simulated 
by the silk cord taken from the throat 
in rotmded-jacket form t4) the foot of 
the bodice at the under arm seams. A 
clasp is inserted at the throat. 
Cord 
fínishes the high collar, and is also taken 
about the wrists of the long, close 
sleeves, and over the shoulders in 
epaulet form. 


T o i l e t 3 t f i s t « r i e a . 


TOM silk, which will temper the lieftt 
and give td th^vhole iobm a sort of 
rosy morning Eght that warms while it 
iUmnines. 


Th^n she will bring yon on a silver 
plate-warmer your cup of chocolate, hot 
and foaming, which you will drink from 
the warmer itself, mtmching the while 
your rusks, served on a little gold toast- 
rack, kept hot in its turn by a little live 
charcoal, sprinkled with vanilla to per- 
fume the air.

You may now pass into the bath-room, 
the atmosphere of which will be kept 
at an agreeable temperature by little 
gusts of rose-scented vapor pumped 
through an aperture in the wall. 


The next jjart of our subject is a deli» 
cate one; but honi soil qui mally 
pense. 
It is now time to draw on the 
stockings, lined ^nth warm, flossy silk, 
long and perfumed, and gartered with 
Russian 
sables, clasped with cat's-eye 
stones set in diamonds. 
The boots 
are to be lined with swansdown and 
trimmed with Russian sables as well. 


One precious product of civilization 
is now in her dressing-room. 
This is 
to be made comfortable by means of an 
immense foot-warmer, some ten feet 
square, which is to form a kind of sec- 
ond 
flooring all about the dressing- 
table. 
The blinds may be colored to 
represent the ardent rays of the sun, 
and the padding to keep out the draught 
is to trimmed vith 
natural 
flowers. 
This will make the place look and feel 
like a summer bower in the depth of 
winter. 


The maid may now fumigate the nape 
of the neck with a little burnt benzoin 
to make it supple. 
We must not forget 
the hands. 
These may be kept warm 
by holding them in two little vessels of 
enamel with warm water and shaped 
"like apples.

Black and white as a mixture in dress 


foods and also an a combination in two 
materials seem to have secured a per- 
menbnt position in the world of fashion 
and a remarkable hold oh popular favor, 
for which there are dbnhtless several 
good and sufficient reasons, not the least 
of them being that the combination is a 
generally becoming one, and is both 
qniet and effective. 
A novelty in dross 


goods of soft wool shelving this mixture 
has a smooth finished ground of black, 
flecked with elongated' ;dots of white 
that very closely 'resemble snowflakes. 
These white flecks are riot raised, as in 
tho boiieia TrVaterials,' but have the effect 
of being printed in tho 'ground irrngn- 
larly. A very "rjecoming street suit of 
IHis' material is combined with plain 
black goods anri'garrjished with bauds 
of black'iis'trakhah'cloth.

'full in tho back. 'Abiind ofthenstrakhan 
four m'ches deep borders the drapery, 
aud is'alsp taken in double band up to 
the'left side' when the drapery is cut to 
the waist line. Rows of largo buttons 
of osidizod silver orrinment these bands 
at the side. The bodice is made with 
two plaits in the back and two in front, 
and is worn with a broad bolt held with 
a .olnsp of oxidized 'silver. 
Smaller 


buttons, similar to those on the skirt, 
supply tho 
fastenings. 
Narrow as- 


trakhan cuffe and straight collar com- 
plete the effect. 
The outside jacket is 


entirely of tbo astrakhan, lined with 
Mark Katin. This jacket, which is a 
particularly jaunty little 'affair, is umclo 
short and tight-fitting in the back, with 
two large buttons at tho waist line. The 
front is longer and cnt in Hijuurn tabs, 
nnd from the waist lino up is donlilo- 
breasted, the simulated vest Iwing 
widest at the throat, and ends in a point, 
at fho waist line. Two rows of buttons 
outline it. The slnoves are .long and 
dose, and the collar is cut in high mili- 
tary stylo. Another cosf.umo of black 
and white is a combination of black 
diagonal cloth and black and whito 
bouclo stuff. 
In this model plaited 


panels of tho black interrupt the drap- 
eries of black and whito, a.nd heavy 
black silk cord is used ns a finish to 
drapery edges and OQ the bodice. 
Tho 


visile of black shows long black fur 
about the neck aud down tlio front aud 
round tho lower edge. The muft'is of 
to, and the bonnot, with a cloth crown 
nud brim, has loops of whito ribbon sot 
on the front and almost lu'ddon under 
jotted quill feathers. 
A row of largo 


jot beads outlines the brim and do{ tho 
crown among the soft folds. 


Among the prettiest of tho simple 


evening toilets for small parties or for 
house wear are dresses of fiuo white 
flannel or similar-jroods, mado aftor tho 
tailor models somewhat modified, or 
aftor equally simple modiJs very little 
trimmed. A dress that wilt serve as an 
example is of soft Beige flannel, finished 
with whito silk cord as largo as one's 
finger, and largo filigree buttons sot 
with jets of glittering stuel.

Tbe bodic.; extends only 


to tho waist lino across the front and 
sides, with a finish of thn cord. ' y\vo 
short taili t'nll over tbo Iniirnlira in tho 
back, each om> hoidcrt with a largo but- 
ton. A row of thu buttons fastens tho 
bodicn in front, andajnokrilissmuilatod 
by tbo silk oord taken from Hie throat, 
in rounded-jacket form lo 
I ho fool of 


tho bodice at tho under arm soams. A 
clasp is inserted at tho throat Cord 
finishes tho high collar, and is also taken 
about tho wrists of the long, close 
sloovcs, and over the shoulders in 
op&ulot form.

OPERATIONS have been lately begun, 


for the purpose of clearing awny tha 
mass of sand -which has accumulated!

It is 
supposed, that as much more, at Ifinsfc, is 
buried in, the sand, and the amount of 
sand to be cleared away is estimated at 
20,000 cubic meters. A small tramway 
is being constructed to carry away this 
mass of sand to a distance, and 150 
laborers are employed on tbe task. 
"When the statue has been laid bare to 
the level of the foundations a broad cir- 
cular walk will be constructed around 
it, and a high wall will bo built to guard 
against future encroachments of tha 
sands of the desert.
